This assumption is 
supported by shipments cbserved, motor vehicles reported, and the fact that 
the aircraft had the upper édges of their rudder assemblies painted white. 
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The ground attack regiment was aoparently equipved with 48 I-10s,

the number of Ile2 aircraft observed in Staaken it aopears that 

this transsort wit is of squadron strength.
